Puerto Rican 
Nationalist group, probably 
chosen by lot, stood in the House 
visitors’ gallery and indiscrim- 
inately sprayed the chamber 
with lead from automatic pis- 
tols, shooting down five mem- 
bers. Three Democrats and two 
Republicans fell before their bi- 

partisan fire. 


The youths screamed as they 
shot, ‘‘Free Puerto Rico!” 


In the shouting and the tur- 
moil of fear and near panic, as 
guards closed in and seized 
them, one threw out a Puerto 
Rican flag. On the House floor 
lay bleeding, seriously wounded 
congressmen, a new experience 
for the United States. The as- 
sassins were hurried to jail and 
the grim hunt began for their ac- 
complices.

WASHINGTON. March 1—Rep., 
James C. Davis of Stone Mountain 
was hit in the face by fragments of 


a splintered bullet while another 
Georgia member, Rep. Don 
Wheeler of Alma, narrowly missed 
being struck in the shooting melee 
which took place in the chamber of 
the House here today. 


Six of the 10 Georgia congress- 
men were on the floor of the 
House at the time the wild firing 
took place. 


Rep. Davis was not injured by 
the shattered bullet, which slapped 
against his face. He later retrieved 
the pellet from the floor beside 
him and is keeping it as a sou- 
venir.

On Feb. 15, 1933, Anton 
Joseph Cermak, mayor of Chi- 
cago, was shot in Miami, Fla., 
when an assassin’s bullet, aimed 
at President-elect Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, struck him instead. 
He died March 6. Giuseppe Zan- 
gara, a fanatic, his mind upset 
by the depression and the fevers 
of the troubled world, did the 
shooting. 

On Nov. 1, 1950, on a warm 
and sunny afternoon in Wash- 
ington, Puerto Rican National- 
ists attempted a foolhardy en- 
try into Blair House to kill Pres- 
ident Harry S. Truman. 

There have been other plots 
against Presidents . . . but none 
came into the open, the efficient 
Secret: Service and police pre- 
venting.

The Congress has been free of 
assassination threatS and fears. . 
To be sure, Huey Long was 
killed in Baton Rouge as he 
emerged from his office, sur- 
rounded by his storm - trooper- 
like guards. But, Huty was 
killed because of abuse and ter- 
ror imposed on one of his own 
citizens who determined, at 
length, that death was better 
than living on his knees. So he 
took Huey with him to the judg- 
ment seat.

American union. Most of them are follow- 
ers of the convicted revolutionary leader, 


(Pedro Abizu Campos, now imprisoned for 


lattempted murder. 


’ The Communists will make a great 
deal of propaganda out of this terrorist 
act, although it does nothing to advance 
the cause of Puerto Rican independence 
or statehood. Actually Puerto Ricans have 
long held United States citizenship and the 
island. was elevated to a’full common- 
wealth status in 1952. Its governor is 
elected by a direct vote of the people as is 
its legislature. 

Because they are citizens of the United 
States, there are no bars to immigration 
nor restrictions on their movements. 

There is no doubt but that the United 
States would grant Puerto Rico com- 
plete independence if a majority of its peo- 
ple so desired. Actually most of them want 
their country to become a state within the 
United States and realize that the move- 
ment for independence invites chaos. In 

fact, were independence granted, the is- 
land would fare much worse than now. 

These attempted assassinations, how- 
ever, do call for a closer examination of 
our relationship with Puerto Rico. Every 
precaution must be taken to protect 
American officials and lawmakers from 
the small band of desperate nationalists 
who will stop at nothing to focus attention

In Augusta and Atlanta, in Marietta 
sand Macon, in Zebulon, in Pike, across 
Georgia and the nation, the American Red 
Cross started today on its campaign to 
raise funds.

As long as this nation has military 
forces overseas, Red Cross field directors 
and other workers must continue to join 
with Home Service to aid servicemen in 
time of crisis. As long as wind and fire 
and flood continue to make trouble at 
home, Red Cross disaster relief must 
stand by, ready and alert to bring help 
after another Gainesville or Warner Rob- 
ins or Winecoff tragedy. 

The 45 regional blood programs oper- 
ated by the Red Cross—one of them in At- 
lanta—must be kept producing to meet the 
national need for 3,100,000 pints a year. 

The list of Red Cross activities goes 
beyond the armed forces program, disaster 
relief, and the blood program to include 
first aid and water safety, Junior Red 
Cross nursing services, Gray Ladies and 
many others. 

The American Red Cross is the Ameri- 
can people united to serve one another. 
Comes now the time it appeals to the 
membership for financial support.

The United States had, as a part of this 
policy, sought to be the “good neighbor 
mediator” between Egypt and Britain in 
the Suez Canal dispute ... while at 
the same time seeking to ease the tension 
between the Arabs and Israel. Only stable 
regimes can make decisions in these two 
heated and passionately disputed issues. 
The canal is the chief issue between Eng- 
land and Egypt, with the Sudan next. 
Syria and Israel are fighting, diplomati- 
cally, over waters of the Jordan River, 
and the use thereof for irrigation and 
water power. 


We, the United States, are in an awk- 
ward position. 


Egypt refuses to allow free use of the 
Suez Canal—in violation of former agree- 
ments. We can’t protest too much, if at 
all, because we have a blockade in force 
against Communist China insofar as For- 
mosa is concerned. We can’t argue “free- 
dom of the seas.” 


We desperately need stability in the 
Middle East, where Russia fishes in the 
troubled waters.

Delay in Fluoridation 
Is Unjustified by Facts 


By an action apparently unanimous, 
the Fulton County Health Board has in- 
dorsed fluoridation to prevent tooth decay, 
as by scientific evidence now available, “a 
safe and highly beneficial procedure.” 

The board’s approval gives rise once 
more to the question: Why don’t we go 
ahead and fluoridate Atlanta’s water sup- 
ply? 

Ostensibly, the answer is that there 
will be a delay while the issue of finance 
is argued. The city insists that fluorida- 
tion is a public health measure and the 
health board should pay the cost. Yet 
chlorination and filtering of the water 
supply are health measures and the city 
foots the bill for each. 


Could it be that the opposition, small, 
largely nonprofessional and highly vocal, 
has made the City Hall hesitant? 


Surely, the word of the medical asso- 
ciation, the dental association and the pub- 
lic health services, plus the testimony from 
communities numbering up to 18,000,000 
population getting the benefits of fluoride 
should be answer enough to the antifluo- 
ride faction. 


The fact is that holes are coming in 
American teeth far faster than dentists can 
fill them. Fluoridation of water supplies 
—one drop of fluoride to a million drops 
of water—is scientifically recognized as a 
powerful deterrent on decay in the teeth 
of children. 


Every day’s delay in Atlanta means so 
many more cavities in the city’s teeth 20 or 
30 years from now. And for every excru- 
ciating toothache in the next generation, 
the sufferer can blame the city govern-

Fewer Forest Fires 
Mean Greater Prafit 


Forest fire ravages on protected wood- 
lands in Georgia were reduced more than 
85,341 acres during 1953, Guyton De- 
Loach, director of the Georgia Forestry 
Commission, reports. This is good news 
indeed. Translated into dollars and cents 
it means the saving of thousands of dol- 
lars in forest resources for individual 
owners and the state. 


The decrease represents a 43 per cent 
reduction in acreage burned over and a 12 
per cent decrease in forest fires. That is 
a splendid record. 


We are encouraged by this sign of 
awareness cn the part of Georgians of the 
value of the state’s woodland. More and 
more acreage is coming under ranger pro- 
tection each year and we look forward to 
the day when every county will have its 
own fire prevention setup and scientific 
care of its trees. 

There is still considerable lack of un- 
derstanding over the state of the real and 
potential value of our forests. This is be- 
ing overcome. In the meantime, let’s re- 
double our efforts to prevent destruction 
by fire of one of our most important farm 
crops.

The door was tipped open for 
some possible additional relief for 
rank and file taxpayers. recently 
by President Eisenhower.

Also he is re 
spected and is a safe, conserva- 
tive fellow. 

Now along comes Secretary of 
Treasury George M. Humphrey to 
put his foot down—and hard —.on 
the Democratic scheme of in- 
creased personal exemptions. He 
says the administration intends to 
stand on its tax program submit- 
ted by President Eisenhower. 

Behind this firm facade, how- 
ever, Treasury experts and Repub- 
lican congressional leaders are 
nonetheless busy. They need two 
things—time to figure out an al- 
ternative course, and “elbow 
room” for additional tax relief. 

To give ‘more time, and allow 
for a speech to the nation by the 
President, the House Republican 
leadership is expected to delay 
submission of the comprehensive 
bill revising internal revenue law. 
The Ways and Means Committee 
hopes to have this long, tedious job 
done by the middle or latter part 
of this week. But it may hold it 
off the floor for several days there- 
after. It is at the end of consider- 
ation of this measure that Demo- 
crats will make their move, which 
is to’seek recommittal of the bill 
with instructions to bring it back to 
the House with the,increase of per- 
sonal exemptions from $600 to $700.

Congress Shooting 
Inspired by Reds 


WASHINGTON—The Communist infiltration 
forces in the United States, attempting to use 
Puerto Rican fanatics as a front, have been 
checkmated in their plot to assassinate President Eisenhower 


For several weeks the existence of this assignment, 
Puerto Rican agents in New York, has been known here 


not expected that an effort would 
be made to shoot up Congress. 


The connection between the 
Puerto Rican Nationalists and the 
Communists has been well] estab- 
lished for some time. As early as 
July, 1943, the American Commu- 
nist Party issued a _ statement 
which said in part: 

*‘We pledge our full support to 
the Nationalist Party of Puerto 
Rico and to the complete unifi- 
cation of all the people of Puerto 
Rico and their various parties 
around the supreme task of 
achieving full nationhood. 

‘‘We will fulfill our pledge by 
rallying the people and particu- 
larly the labor movement of our 
country to Puerto Rican independ- 
ence as a necessary precondition 
to correct relations with all Latin 
America and as an acid test of 
the Atlantic Charter. Puerto Rico 
must and will be free.’’ 

The shooting inj the House 
chamber came as a shock in more 
ways than “the dramatic occur- 
rence itself would indicate on its 
face.

A note found in her purse read:

This 
is a cry for victory in our strug- 
gle for independence, which for 
more than a half century has 
tried to conquer that land that 
belongs to Puerto Rico. 


“T state that he United States 
of America are betraying the 
sacred principles of mankind in 
their continuous subjugation of 
my country, violating their rights 
to be a free nation and a free 
people in their barbarous torture 
of our apostle of independence, 
Don Pedro Albizu Campos.”’ 

Across the back of the note was 
scrawled: ‘I take responsible 
for all.’’

Futile Job Quest 
Discourages Grad 


DEAR MARY HAWORTH: My son Ray, 24, is a college gradu- 
ate with a BBS degree, and his aim is to be a salesman. He has 
been seeking a job since he graduated last June, and although he 
has had numerous interviews, he hasn't located a job. I cannot 


imagine why he fails. 

He is tall, good looking and 
serious-minded, and in college he 
was house director at his fra- 
ternity. He was on the Dean's 
orientation committee and al- 
ways active. He also worked 
after school, as an over-counter 
salesman and school bus driver. 
He was liked in these jobs and 
was never discharged; when he 
changed jobs, it was for more 
money or to make more time 
for study. " 

The present situation worries 
me, as he is getting to be a 
recluse. He spends his evenings 
reading paperback novels and 
eating constantly. He is no 
longer assured in the company of 
his friends; seems to have lost 
self-confidence after so many 
rejections. He will say he wasn't 
interested in this or that offer— 
after seeming very enthusiastic 
when sent on the interview. 


I cannot approach him as he 
resents suggestions from me. I 
give him money he needs (not 
much), and keep his clothes in 
order and his surroundings as 
pleasant as possible. 


My great fear is that he may 
have inherited some of his 
father's traits. His father today 
at 57 is still trying to carve a 
career, but never finding the job 
in which to start. V. Y. 


DEAR V. Y. At first Ray may 
have been overly optimistic 
about his chances in the job 
field; may have expected to find 
himself in demand, wherever 
he bade for a place. When that 
assumption was quickly dis- 
pelled, in last summer's per- 
ceptible decline in apprentice 
Opportunities, perhaps he be- 
came unduly anxious. 

Had Ray recognized the spe- 
cial hurdles confronting new 
talent last summer, he might 
have acted differently and fared 
better. For one thing, he might 
have unbent to take any honest 


work available for the time 
being—as in his college days— 
instead of doggedly pursuing a 
preconceived idea of being a 
salesman. 

A sponsoring tetter or intro- 
ductory telephone call to a pros- 
pective employer, from a rela- 
tive or family friend in business, 
may tip the scales of chance in 
the fledgling’s favor, provided 
he has average competence. But 
untried plucky youth tends to 
scorn such aid at first; and later 
may be too proud to concede a 
lesson learned—and a need dis- 
closed. 

Don't identify Ray’s discour- 
agement with his father’s care- 
less pace. Prolonged disappoint- 
ment has made him afraid; and 
he needs deft leadership rather 
than accusatory nagging. Dig 
around quietly for job-openings 
for him; and when you have one 
in view, vigorously push him 
into action, in a brisk objective 
way that overrides gruff back- 
talk. M. H.

Of ‘Colonels’ 


Our off friend, Mr. incon Hubbell, the Griffin pimiento 
man turned philatelist, has sent us his latest work, a pamphlet 
urging us to collect Confederate stamps before 1861. 


I never was a stamp collector and never expect to be one 


but there’s something restful to me about hearing the patter and, 


observing the preoccupation of Mr. Hubbell and his fraternity with 
those little bits of paper that were stuck to letters 90 years ago. 
The problems that oppressed the poor letter writer, the things 
that seemed of acute concern at the time, have been forgotten, 
But the stamps, the crude little colored stamps, remain and 
when one turns up it is of cold cash value to its owner. 


Mr. Hubbell contends that the period of the Corfederacy is 
the “golden Age of American Philately.” He favors any stamp 
or any envelope (known to the cult as ‘‘covers’’) dispatched in 
the period from 1850 to 1870. 


“Texas secured independence from Mexico... gold was dis- 
covered in California and we have our Western Covers, Wells- 
Fargo Express Covers, Pony Express Covers. Trouble between 
the North and South impends. So we have such things as early 
Lincoln Campaign Covers. ... In the South the girls of the fine 
old families have been going to female seminaries where they 
studied French and.gesic and drawing and needle work and the 
social graces to become thé fine ladies of the South, while the 
boys of the same old families went to military schéols and col- 
leges to become officers in the Confederate Army. So we have 
our College Covers. A wave of patriotic fervor produces the 
Patriotics, both North and South.”’ 


Then there are the Steam Boat Covers and later the Post- 
master’s Provisionals, all of which are greatly in demand by 
collectors. 


When anything becomes of value—like money, for instance— 
there’s always the problem of counterfeiters and Mr. Hubbell 
warns beginning collectors about investing their money in such 
blatant frauds as the 5-cent Jefferson Davis stamp which copies 
London and Richmond prints. (In case you run into one, the 
counterfeit has a smaller bar on the “F’’ in Five Cents, has a 
peculiar shade and the eyes of Jefferson Davis have ‘“‘a rather 
sleepy look—almost closed.'’) 

Mr. Hubbell invites new collectors to become members of 
C.8.A., which in this case means Confederate Stamp Alliance, 
a nonsectional, nonpolitical organization for fraternity, research 
and cooperation among a “‘choice group of several hundred Con- 
federate Philatelists.”’ 


As if the opportunities of learning about and collecting ‘Con- 
federate stamps were not enough, this is one@way-of becoming a 


‘ colonel. In fact, all members are called colonels, except a few 


outstanding authorities like August Dietz (author of Dietz Con- 
federate States Catalog and Handbook), who was made a general. 
Mr. Hubbell said one member got behind in his $2 a year dues, 
which posed a delicate preblem in the organization. Obviously 
it wouldn’t do to fire a -olonel. But they handled it. 

‘‘We demoted him to a private and then fired him,”’ said Mr. 
Hubbell.
